Secretary Alger bas tendered his 


resitfiation 
to President MoKinley, 


who has accepted it, aiud the former 
will leave the cabinet. He will leave it 
not only with the President's consent, 
but with that of ninety uine per 
of the people of the United States. 
His retention has heen a sousce of 
scandal to the administration and ban 
had the effect, more perhaps than any 
other cause, to m&ke the Philippines 
the most unpopular war in which oui 
country h^s ever eutfaged. His woik 
bas been a series of outrages and 
blunders from first to last. The in- 
terests of the country have been sacri- 
ficed to political purposes and army 
appointments have notoriously beer 
made with utter disregard to the fit- 
ness of appointees for that branch of 
the public service. Our control of the 
Philippines has not advanced a step 
since JUewey's capture of Manila, and, 
if anything, the American condition is 
worss than on the dny when that gal- 
lant commander took posbession of the 
the principal city of the islands. It 
will require honest and diligent efforts 
upon the part of a competent successor 
to undo the work of the retired secre- 
tary, aud months will elapse before 
the situation etiQ be restored to Us 
normal condition. 


It goes without saying that Alger's 


resignation was forced upon him by 
the President, who could not avoid 
discernment of the fact that the secre- 
tary's unpopularity was a 
serious 


menace to hia administration and per- 
haps an insurmountable obstruction 
to renotniuation by his party. But 
Alger's record is a part of the history 
of the administiation, aud as such will 
have to be defended by the supporters 
of the man who, at this late date, when 
so much mischief has been accom- 
plished, consented to 
his removal. 


Tneu the causo of the secretary's 
forced retirement will be a matter 
susceptible of many unfavorable sur- 
mises aud much adverse criticism. So 
long as he blundered and floundered 
in his management of the War De- 
partment, the President forgave him. 
The army and country stormed against 
him in vain. It was only when Algpr 
entered into political partnership in 
Michigan with an outspoken enemy of 
the President, with the announced in- 
tention of fiupplrinting in the United 
States Senat-j a recognized fritnd of 
the administration, that tho rulationa 
between the President and secretary 
changed. What Mr. McKinley over- 
looked in the pecretary he would not 
condone in the 
anti-administration 


cantidate for a senatorship. While the 
people of the country will draw a long 
breath of relief upon the removal of 
the obnoxious cabinet officer, they will 
be slow to fortiet hia record or his long 
retention, for which thor will hold re- 
sponsible tho administrution of Presi- 
dent McK. 


The Portland Oregonian, the moat 


influential Eepnblican paper on the 
Pacific Coast, has been converted to 
the low tariff doctrine, declaring that 
"Industries now organized into trusts 
have demonstrated that they are no 
longer entitled to tariff protection. 
Infant industries they were once; now 
they are giants. Instead of protecting 
them, the country ueeds protection 
from them. Tariffs on trust products 
should be reduced to their point of 
greatest revenue production. And the 
lime seems almost here when this 
principle of adjustment should be ap 
plied to the whole gamut of tariff 
schodules." 


The country is gradually coming to 


itssenaea and accepting the doctrine of 
tariff for revenue only. The Oregonian 
voices the sentiments to-day of the 
most intelligent Republicans of the 
country.

n thia country the preparation of this 
,as it should be) useful article of food is 
confined to the employment of minced 
Jeef and pork. 
The only oxception 


nrobably ia the so called "black pud- 
ding," which is made with pig's blood 
and perhaps some heart and kidney. 


Abroad, however, the sausage ia com- 


pounded of a much wider range of sub- 
itances. These include brains, liver and 
horseflesh. The last substance is gener- 
ally considered repugnant, while, of 
course, it is fraudulent to sell sausages 
as beef or pork containing horseflesh 
Occasionally, however, sausages do not 
contain meat at all, btit only bread 
tinged with red oxide of iron irad 
mixed with a varying proportion of fat 
The remarkable feature of horseflesh is 
the high proportion of glycogen which 
it contains, and this fact enables the 
presence of horseflesh to be detected 
with some amount of certainty 
The 


test which depends on n color reaction 
with iodine has recently been more 
carefully studied and with more satis- 
"actory results, so that the presence of 
5 per cent of horseflesh in sausages can 
be detected.—Lancet. 


A Street HtiRtler. 


"What's your business?" asked the 


police magistrate of a man who was be- 
fore him for abusing his wife because 
supper was not ready. 


"I'm astreet hustler," was the reply.

Sutro Tunnel Extension. 


The introduction of cheap power on 


the Corastock that will admit of hand- 
ling the low grade ore resources of the 
lode profitably and the increase iu rev- 
enue that the Comstock Tunnel Com- 
pany will receive from royalty will in 
all probability be followed by the re- 
newal of the project of extending the 
Sutro tunnel under Mount Davidson 
westward. 


In 1887 Colonel C. C. Thomas, who 


was then superintendent of the Sutro 
tunnel, recommended tha extension of 
the tunnel 6,000 feet west of its present 
terminus which would permit of the 
exploration of the broad mineral belt 
west of the syenite wall on the sunset 
slope of Mount Davidson, tbe existence 
of which is indicated by outci-oppings. 
He also stated that by extending the 
tannel 2,001) feet further west it would 


I pass through tbe McICibbeu and Bnrn- 
sido lodes on the eastern slope ot the 
mountain and udinit of their explora- 
tion at a depth of more than 2,000 feet 
below tha outcropping:*. 


He estimated that tbe proposed ex- 


tension could be made at a cost of 
^200,000 aud ia addition to the probabi- 
lity of finding large ore bodies, the op- 
ening up of the ground in that direction 
would result ia increasiug the flow of 
the water through the tunnel sufficient 
to operate stamp mills east of the tun-
